Library trustees deny 
censorship charge

A majority of Wilmington library 
trustees said last night (Tuesday) 
that the library's handling of two 
hazing reports did not constitute 
censorship. 

Anne Linehan had claimed that 
Library Director Phillip Meriam 
censored the reports by accepting 
them and putting them on library 
shelves then removing them at the 
direction of trustee chairman Pat 
Duggan, Linehan said she had 
bought and donated the public 
documents to the library because it 
was important for people to read 
them and make their own decision 
regarding the controversial issue. 

Linehan appeared before the 
board of trustees Tuesday night to 
seck assurance that censorship 
would not be tolerated at the 
library, She also made several 
requests of the board. These 
included posting the Library Bill of 
Rights in a prominent place, making 
public information available in the 
Public Documents section of the 
library, updating the library rules 
and regulations and its book selec- 
tion policy, and making library 
minutes, policies, and procedures 
available on request. 

Acting chairman James Banda Ied 
the discussion, After listening to 
Linehan reference the Bill of Rights 
and point out that materials should 
not be removed "because of partisan 
or doctrinal disapproval," Banda 
maintained, "we did nothing 
wrong." He added Duggan's 
decision to keep the reports off the 
shelves was "proper" because they 
did not come from the school 
committee, which is the normal 
channel, 

Duggan said she did not censor the

In fact, 
anyone wishing to post announc 
ments or notices in the library may 
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hang them on a bulletin board by the 
back door, with staff permission

Remember that nasty, old recall election. Perhaps the most 
ugly consequence was that candidates were required to 
submit campaign finance reports documenting their 
expenditures. These are some of the more tedious political 
chores politicians face and most wait until the absolute 
deadline to submat their finance summaries. ..

Excitement is building at 
Wilmington High, Students stretch 
owt in their seats. Some study 
scripts while others whisper to- 
gether, practice parts, or confer 
with teacher Mathew Joyce. 

The students are all from Joyce's 
Advanced World Lit class. They 
are in rehearsal for their April 29 
production "Life and Language:

Wilmington Housing Partnership 
approves Buckingham Estates

The affordable housing project

will now go before the Board of 
Selectmen for that board's 
approval before going to the state 
and the board of appeals for a 
comprehensive permit, 

The project is being built off 
Aldrich Road by Thomas Realty 
Trust. Plans call for 23 or 24 
homes, six of which will be affor- 
dable, The design was changed to 
single family homes clustered 
around three turnarounds to afford 
more open space, and to reduce the 
amount of pavement and drainage 
impact. 

On Thursday, Partnership mem- 
bers reviewed the project with 
developers Linn Anderson and 
Peter DeGennaro. Anderson 
informed the board that with the 
lots currently under their control, 
the density would be 2.09 units per 
acre. She said that meant that the 
project is “less dense than the 
neighborhood." Neighbors have 
already had their say in a public 
hearing on January 14, They 
voiced concerns not only about the 
density in the R-60 area, but the 
impact.on their property values 
and the access through Buckingham 
Street. They will have another 
chance to speak on the project 
when it goes before the board of 
appeals. 


Partnership members discussed 
the style of the affordable units. 


They decided on three split 


gambrel capes, two garrisons, and 
one handicapped adaptable cape. 
Anderson said soil tests for the 
individual septic systems will be 
done when the snow melts, 

Anderson then asked the board if 
Thomas Realty Trust could assign 
Tots to the town to be held as 
collateral instead of posting a bond 
to insure the completion of the 
development. Planning - Conser- 
vation Director Lynn Duncan said 
Anderson should consider a tri- 
party agreement between the 
developer, town, and the bank. She 
also pointed out that the three lots 
closest to the wetlands may not be 
buildable and it would be up to the 
Conservation Commission to make 
the final determination on those 
parcels, 

The project has been under 
discussion for about six months. 
Anderson projected the develop- 
ment could take another two years 
to finish. 

When Anderson asked the board 
if they favored the plans, member 
Bruce MacDonald urged the board 
to "get moving" on the project. 

“We drag our feet too much, If 
we're not willing to move forward, 
what is this board sitting here for?" 
he asked. 

WHP member Tom Siracusa said 
he was concerned about the 


neighbors. He asked if the town 
was “giving up too much" in order 
to get six affordable units, Under 
Chapter 774, the state law gover- 
ning this project, a developer can 
increase density and bypass local 
zoning ordinances in order to build 
up a town's low income housing 
stock. 

Siracusa's question triggered a 
barrage of replies justifying the 
project. 

"It's certainly not being done on a 
casual basis,” said Ray Forrest, 
refering to previous discussion and 
the board's request to the deve- 
lopers to come back with a better 
plan. 

“We've improved the look of an 
area.,” said Chairman Carole Ha- 
milton, adding, " We've had every 
department in town take a look at % 
this.” 

Duncan pointed out the board has 
taken a “big step" in favoring | 
single family homes over 
multi-units or condominiums pro- 
posed in other projects, Selectman 
Candidate Tony Capuano added 
he'd much rather see this type of 
development than the multi-units in 
Shawsheen Commons, which was 
the first affordable project backed 
by the board. 

Though they approved the deve- 
lopment, Partnership members said 
Thomas Realty Trust still had to 
comply with certain conditions and 
requirements of other town boards.

‘Podiatrist visits Lithuania

"A chance to relieve the suffering 
“of children and adults with painful 
‘foot ailments and to demonstrate 
‘the latest techniques in foot surgery 
‘led Wilmington Podiatrist Dr. 
Kenneth Leavitt on a trip halfway 
around the world this winter. 
Accompanying the local doctor on 
his trip to Lithuania in November 
were his associates, Dr. Brian 
Zinsmeister and Dr. Elizabeth 
Vulanich, 

The trip developed from a 
friendship with Dr. Manvilius 
Kocius, an orthopedic surgeon who 
observed Leavitt in surgery at 
Winchester Hospital, When the 
Lithuanian doctor said "come," 
that's all the encouragement Leavitt 
needed to gather his team and 
medical equipment together and set 
forth. The doctors each paid $3500 
out of their own pockets for 
transportation and any equipment 
and antibiotics which weren't 
‘donated by suppliers. The 
government paid for room and 
board. All’ but the bone-cutting 
equipment was left behind. 

The highlight of the two and a 
half week trip’was the ten days 
Léavitt and ‘his associates ‘spent at 
Vilnius University Emergency 
Hospital giving lectures and per- 
forming surgery. Sixty operations 
were done to replace joints and 
correct deformities like flat feet, 
bunions, and hammer toes. 

"These were sophisticated pro- 
cedures," explained Leavitt, He 
added that in Lithuania there are 
no podiatrists, and surgeons only 


treat life-threatening conditions. 
Performing procedures to relieve 
pain is a foreign idea to many of 
the physicians, 

The three doctors also trained 
about 10 surgeons and gave lec- 
tures on the different procedures to 
try to "whet" the surgeons’ interest 
in further study. 

With the lack of proper training, 
equipment, and Western medical 
journals, Leavitt said he felt like he 
was "introducing the wheel.” 

"I felt a great need over there. 
The Soviets deprived these people 
of medical help. There was a 
devaluation of life," said Leavitt. 
He went on to add that 
Communism took away the 
peoples’ motivation and will to 
work and kept them in a form of 
prison society, 

"Theirs is an anethesized, apathe- 
tic society. Basically, the people 
look like us but they don’t think 
like us," explained Leavitt, adding 
there's currently no direction in 
their lives though the will to 
survive is strong. 

\vDuring. the. trip there avas)a lack 
of privacy and:an inability to! roam 
freely. Part of that, he explained, is 
the responsibility of the host to 
keep a constant eye on foreign 
guests, Two of the most impressive 
tourist attractions on Leavitt's 
itinerary were the 500 year old 
Trakai Castle and Old Town, billed 
as the largest Jewish ghetto, which 
saw its population reduced from 
250,000 Jews to 5,000 in World 


War Il. 

Though it rained every day he 
was there, Leavitt did get to see 
some of the countryside, which 
resembled that in New England. 
However, since most of the 
Lithuanians in and around the cities 
live in concrete high rise 
apartments, tourists have to go 60 
or more miles away to see any of 
the homes. 

Leavitt glosses over the least 
favorite part of his experience: the 
food. Meals consisting of pea and 
carrot salad, overcooked meat, 
and other ‘bland offerings is best 
forgotten, Leavitt most enjoyed 
meeting the people themselves, all 
of whom were “extremely 
friendly" and responsive to the 
team and spoke to them through an 
interpfétor. 

Leavitt told the Town Crier he 
got a great deal of satisfaction out 
of helping the people. 

"All humanitarian efforts in the 
last 100 years were spawned by 
efforts of Americans. Our basic 
obligation is to care for God's 


“pation. We worked. Jong, hours 


ut we were energized; we were on 
an adrenelin high," he said. 

Will he go back? 

"It's always on the docket," 
Leavitt said. In fact, with the 
potential for financial assistance 
from America Cares or 
International Med-Assist, which 
offers legal and medical help to 
Lithuanians, that day may come 
sooner than he thinks.

Cigarette smoking begins for 
kids as a fun experiment but 
often turns into addiction, and 
serious health problems, namely 
cancer. But such morbid 
thoughts rarely pass through a 
youngster’s mind when his or 
her friends light up at a party 
and encourage them to partake. 

Lending an ear to a recent 
conversation between a group of 
girls at a local high school, the 
joys of smoking were expanded 
upon: 

“I like smoking,” said one 17- 
year-old. “If you quit smoking, 
you're bored. There’s nothing to 
do.” 

Added her 15-yearold friend, 
“I used to wake up in the mdrn- 
ing and before brushing my 
teeth, I'd have a cigarette. It 
tastes good in the morning, I 
don’t know why.” 

An 18-year-old, who has been 
Smoking for seven years, said 
she is not worried about health 
risks, “It doesn’t bother me. I’m 
not trying to quit. I smoke about 
a pack a day,” 

Another one of the young 
ladies has tried to quit, but stat- 
ed it’s easier said than done. 
“It’s an addiction. I’ve been 
smoking since the sixth grade, 
it’s just a habit I guess.” She is 
also 18 years of age and esti- 
mates her daily cigarette intake 
to be about a pack a day. 

Most of the girls acknowl- 
edged the health risks involved 
with smoking, but few found the

risk as a life threatening one. 
Had the American Cancer 
Society (ACS) eavesdropped on 
the conversation, there might 
have been an earthquake on the 
North.Shore. 


According to their statistics, 
80 percent of all smokers today» 
began smoking before the age of 
18 and the average age that 
most kids first experiment with 
cigarettes is 10, 

In addition, ACS states show 
that 30 percent of all cancer 
deaths are tobacco related. 
Tobacco accounts for almost all 
forms of lung cancer, as well as 
cancers of the mouth, pharynx, 
larynx, esophagus, pancreas, 
uterus, cervix, kidney, and blad- 
der. Smoking also accounts for a 
ridiculously high number of 
heart disease cases. 

But if that is not enough to 
dissuade a young person from 
smoking, the ACS says young 
smokers face a greater possibili- 
ty, throughout their lives, of 
acquiring colds, painful gastric 
ulcers, chronic bronchitis, and 


‘hat always pleasurable condi- 


tion known as emphysema. 

Returning to our teenage 
friends, the health risks ‘are 
largely overlooked, “I smoke all 
the time,” said the 15-year-old. 
Lung cancer? “I usually smoke 
one right after the other.” 
Emphysema? No, freedom of 
expression. 

Of course, not all young peo- 
ple are into the smoking scene, 
in fact, many are turned off at 
there mere mention of a ciga- 
rette. “I really don’t like smok- 
ing at all,” said one 16-year-old 
gentleman. “I don’t put people 
down for it, but all that second 
hand smoke bothers me.” 

The young man added that 
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THIS YOUNG SMOKER is just one of many youngsters who “light up” on a regular basis. Some say it “relieves 
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stress,” while others say it’s “disgusting.” Everybody has an opinion on smoking, including kids. a 


kids would probably never start 
if they didn’t feel pressured. 
“The first time they do it, they 
just do it to be cool, It's just 
kind of sad.” Besides, he said, 
kissing a girl who smokes is 
“like kissing an ashtray.” 


Back at the girls’ conversa- 
tion, a 17-year-old steps in to 
inform the others that smoking 
is “disgusting.” She is worried 
that second hand smoke is jeop- 
ardizing her health.

Conley said those three fac- 
tors lead to experimentation. 
After that point, he said, it only 
takes about two or three months 
to become addicted to nicotine. 
“It’s a very powerful drug. 
People who quit experience the 
same withdrawal effects as peo- 
ple quitting cocaine. It’s that 
powerful.” 


Deborah Allen, a Unit 
Director for the American 
Cancer Society, agreed with 
Conley’s assessment, but 
stressed that marketing is per- 
haps the most dangerous factor. 

“A lot of things are targeted 
at children and we don’t know 
about them,” Allen said. “Many 
cigarette displays in stores only 
come up to an adult’s thigh, but 
they’re eye level for kids. They 
also offer t-shirt giveaways.” 

Allen said one particular 
brand of cigarette portrays a 
cartoon camel on its packages. 
“They show a group of camels 
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Who Smoke 


hanging out, having fun. It’s 
supposed to show that they’re 
cool, And why are they car- 
toons? A lot of times, the mes- 
sages are subliminal.” 

Both Conley and Allen said 
that education is the best 
method for preventing children 
from smoking. “Education is 
really the only way we can fight 
it,” said Allen. The ACS is spon- 
soring a “Smoke Free Class of 
2000,” added Allen. The kids in 
the program are taught the dan- 
gers of tobacco from early on 
and will try to graduate smoke 
free in the year 2000. 

Two major stumbling blocks 
in the fight to keep kids from 
smoking are the easy access of 
cigarettes in stores and from 
machines, in combination with 
the lack of enforcement of 
smoking laws. By law, no one 
under the age of 18 is allowed to 
buy any sort of tobacco product. 

However, that law is not held 
in high regard by kids and mer- 
chants alike. Also by law, all 
stores that sell tobacco products 
are required to post the law in 
clear sight of the customer. 
Conley said several sting opera- 
tions to catch violators have 
been effective in Springfield and

One parent in Wilmington 
“took the law into his own 
hands,” so to speak. The man 
noticed his 16-year-old son 
emerging from a convenience 
store three weeks ago with a 
guarete perched between his 
ips. 

Angered, both with his son 
and with the person behind the 
counter who made the sale, the 
man.walked over to the store 
and took aetion. “I grabbed (my 
son) by the ear and brought him 
back inside.” Once inside, he 
asked the sales clerk to call the 
police, which he did. 

The police arrived and later 
reported that the sales clerk 
admitted that he did not think 
the boy looked old enough. The 
kid had told the clerk he was 
buying the cigarettes for his 
Paes waiting in the parking 
lot. 

“Jt’s just the same as liquor,” 
the man said. “If mom wants it, 
she can come in and get it. If 
the kid came in and said he 
wanted a fifth of scotch for his 
mother, you wouldn’t sell it to 
him.” 

The Wilmington man said he 
was concerned for his son’s 
health, as he suffers from asth- 
ma, ‘I yelled at him too, but you 
can only do that so much. If he 
chooses to die, what are you 
going to do. He’s pretty much 
killing himself.” 

For the clerk’s infraction of 
the law, the store owner was 
fined $300 by the Wilmington 
Board of Health, A town bylaw, 
passed just last year, allows the 
Health Agent to levy such fines. 
Most agree that education 
and enforcement will produce 
desired results. But the fact that 
cigarettes do not strike fear in 
people’s minds the way liquor 
and hard drugs do, will not 
make it an easy battle. While 
schools have smoking policies 
and often levy suspensions, 
smoking still exists, as do state 
laws, but some have little 
regard for them. 

As for costs, smoking related 
diseases and treatments take a 
toll on the national economy, to 
the tune of about $65 billion 
year, Every 


treatment and lost productivity, 
according to the ACS. 

However, some would argue 
that smoking is a form of free 

and that the right to do 

so should not be questioned, by 
anyone.

MALDEN VOTES SUMMER 
SCHOOL INCREASE -

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Child abuse calls jump 38% 


help. Cries for help like these 
from victims of child abuse sky- 
rocketed during 1992, according 
to the Childhelp IOF Foresters 
Hotline (1-800-4-A-Child), the 
nations' largest child abuse pre- 
vention hotline. 

Hotline statistics released 
today show a phenomenal 38 
percent overall increase in calls 
received in 1992, for a total of 
360,050 calls. The majority of the 
calls were to report sexual 
abuse, with physical abuse being 
second, followed by emotional 
abuse and neglect. 

"I think the increase in calls 
reflects that our culture is allow- 
ing us to acknowledge that it's 
ok to talk openly about abuse," 
says Sue A. Meier, M.A., 
M.F.C.C., director of the Hot- 
line. "Even celebrities are com- 
ing out and saying 'It happened 
to me.’ But the increase also 
points to the fact that, as we 
experience the worst recession 
since the depression, people's 
stress levels are so much higher, 
hence abuse is higher."

Swirling sands, cruel poach- 
ers and young love add up to 
unadulterated adventure. Well, 
unadulterated if you can make it 
across a couple of yawning holes 
in the plot. 

Set in Zimbabwe, the story 
begins when 14-year-old Nonnie 
(Reese Witherspoon) is thrown 
together with Harry (Ethan 
Randall) the teenage son of her 
parents friend. Nonnie's folks, 
who live in an isolated farm- 
house not far from the Kalahari 
desert, are working to stem the 
flow of illegal poaching out of 
Africa, 

The night Harry and his dad 
arrive for a vacation, everyone 
at the outpost is murdered by 
vengeful poachers except for the 
two teenagers. They are saved 
by Xhabbo, a bushman who is 
Nonnie's best friend. Xhabbo 
has a parapsychological ability, 
called "tapping," which is actu- 
ally well-documented among 
Bushmen. 

Xhabbo's "tapping" is not as 
far-fetched as it sounds. The 
film's strong point is its ability 
to show us the interconnected- 
ness of nature. The children flee 
the poachers by crossing the 
desert, with the Namib filling in 
for the Kalahari. They survive

has a store of ancient survival 
skills. 

As New Yorker Harry learns 
to trust Xhabbo and Nonnie to 
trust Harry, the three of them 
form a link strong enough to 
help them cross a beautiful, but 
brutal landscape. Director 
Mikael Salomon captured the 
swirling colors, exotic wildlife 
and scrubby desert plants with 
an uncompromising eye. The 
film may have other problems, 
but this amazing desert 
sequence makes up for all of 
them. 

One of the film's biggest 
obstacles, however, is its vio- 
lence. People are killed, animals 
are slaughtered, buildings are 
blow up. It is certainly not a bad 
idea for kids to learn about the 
evils of poaching, but all this 
violence is likely to be too 
intense for young viewers, Then 
again, the story is not sophisti- 
cated enough for older teens. So 
for a family film, the audience is 
rather limitéd. 

The filmmakers clearly state 
that none of the animals in the 
film were actually harmed. 
Fiberglass was used to make 
elephant tusks and wrinkled 
latex models stood in for slain 
elephants. The filmmakers did 
an amazingly realistic job of 
recreating the animals, but 
explaining away all the violence 
doesn't exactly justify it. 

On even more shaky ground 
is-the ending. Maximilian Schell 
plays a big game hunter who 
has taken up a new career as 
the head of an anti-poaching 
squad. Supposedly experienced, 
he blindly takes Nonnie and 
Harry into what is obviously a 
trap. And the bad guy, who has 
millions of dollars in ivory at

More than 80 percent of the 
turtles found on land or sea in 
Massachusetts are endangered. 
On Saturday and Sunday, March 
20-21, Massachusetts Audubon 
will present a Symposium on the 
Status and Conservation of 
Turtles of the Northeast at 
Worcester State College. The 
event will be hosted by Dr. Terry 
Graham of Worcester State 
College. 

Field biblogists, state officials 
and conservationists will gather 
at the two-day conference to 
update each other and interest- 
ed citizens about current popu- 
lations and research on the 15 
native species of turtles found in 
the northeast.
